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Softball  Squad  Leads 
Spring  Teams

A  strong  regular  season  showing 
earned  the  Western  New  England 
College  softball  team  its  second 
consecutive  Eastern  Collegiate  Athletic 
Conference  (ECAC)  Tournament  berth. 
The  Golden  Bears,  26-5,  were  seeded 
second  in  the  four-team  field  and  were 
asked  to  host  the  double-elimination 
event. 

WNEC  defeated  Nichols  College  4- 

3  in  the  opening  game,  but  dropped  a  7- 

4  decision  to  Salem  State  in  the  second. 
The  second  day,  saw  the  Golden  Bears 
make  it  to  the  Championship  game  with 
a  7-3  win  over  Elmira  College.  Salem 
State,  however,  rolled  to  its  third 
straight  win  in  the  tourney  by  knocking 
WNEC  out  by  a  12-4  score. 

Sophomore  outfielder  Denise  Porth 
was  selected  to  play  in  the  New 
England  Division  HI  All-Star  game  and 
junior  pitcher  Nancy  Bazan  was  named 
to  the  District  I  (NY,  NJ,  and  New 
England)  GTE  Academic  All-America 
softball  team. 

The  men's  tennis  finished  with  a  9-4 
record,  the  best  showing  by  WNEC 
netters  in  ten  years.  Sophomore  Chris 
Castonguay,  the  top  seeded  Golden 
Bear,  finished  with  an  8-5  singles 
record.  Senior  Dow  Cote  also  finished 
8-5  from  the  number  two  slot. 

The  Golden  Bear  baseball  team  had 
a  strong  start,  but  stumbled  toward  the 
end  of  the  season  with  four  losses  in  the 
last  five  games  to  finish  with  a  12-12-1 
record.  Junior  outfield  Ed  Azzaro  led 
the  team  in  hitting  with  a  .402  mark, 
while  freshman  Don  King  led  all 
pitchers  with  four  wins  and  a  3.20 
earned  run  average.  Junior  first  baseman 
John  Gray  was  named  to  the  District  I 
GTE  Academic  All-America  baseball 
team. 

The  WNEC  lacrosse  squad  also 
started  the  season  quickly  with  wins  in 
five  of  the  first  seven  games.  However, 
the  Golden  Bears  finished  with  a  7-7 
record  and  place  fourth  in  the  Pilgrim 
League.  Sophomore  Alex  Pappas  was 
named  to  the  Pilgrim  League  All-Star 
team  on  the  strength  of  40  goals  and  26 
assists.  Senior  defenseman  Miles 
Robinson  was  also  named  to  the  All- 
League  squad. 


WNEC's  "Rocky"

He  doesn't  run  up  the  steps  of  the 
Philadelphia  Art  Museum.  He  hasn't  yet 
met  a  girl  named  Adrian.  No  one  has 
erected  a  statue  in  his  honor — yet.  Ken 
Barile,  Western  New  England  College's 
own  "Rocky,"  is  bobbin'  and  weavin' 
his  way  toward  a  national  collegiate 
boxing  title  in  between  rounds  of 
classes  and  his  climb  up  the  academic 
ladder. 

A  junior  finance  major,  Ken  comes 
by  his  pugilistic  abilities  naturally.  His 
grandfather  was  an  amateur  fighter  in 
the  Hartford,  CT,  area  in  the  1930s  and 
his  brother,  Tom,  has  been  fighting  for 
four  years  at  Central  Connecticut  State 
University.  While  Ken  is  a  relative 
neophyte  in  the  sport,  having  fought  just 
over  a  year  and  a  half,  success  has  come 
quickly. 

"I'd  been  training  in  the  gym  since  I 
was  12  or  13,  but  had  never  fought,"  the 
Cheshire,  CT,  native  says.  "I  had  been 
watching  my  brother  fight  for  a  couple 
of  years  and  decided  that  I  wanted  to 
give  it  a  try.  I  called  Coach  Geldart  over 
the  summer  last  year  and  told  him  what 
I  wanted  to  do  and  he  agreed  to  have  the 
College  sponsor  me." 

"When  Ken  called  me,  I  thought  that 
it  was  a  great  idea  and  I  wanted  to  help 
him  out,"  Eric  Geldart  says.  "We  had  a 
boxing  team  here  in  the  early  '80s,  so  I 
was  aware  of  what  was  required.  It  just 
took  a  little  while  to  get  all  of  the 
paperwork  completed." 

Western  New  England's  team-of- 
one  competes  in  the  National  Collegiate 
Boxing  Association.  The  NCBA 
sponsors  an  event  once  a  month 
beginning  in  November  and  the  results 
of  those  bouts  determine  which  fighters 
are  selected  to  compete  in  the  regional 
tournaments  that  lead  to  a  national 
championship  event. 

Ken  began  training  at  the  Holyoke 
Boys  Club  when  school  opened  in 
September,  preparing  for  the  first  show 
at  the  Downtown  Athletic  Club  in  New 
York  City  in  November.  Former 
professional  fighter  Steve  Snow  from 
Chicopee,  MA,  started  as  Ken's  trainer 
in  October. 

The  stereotypes  often  associated 
with  the  sport  of  boxing  don't  fit  Ken. 
He's  not  at  all  boastful  of  his  achieve- 
ments. In  fact,  he's  very  softspoken.  It's 
tough  to  find  many  fighters  with  a 
college  education,  but  Ken  is  a  dedi- 
cated student.  He's  contemplating  law 


school  when  he  earns  his  undergraduate 
degree  next  spring. 

With  WNEC  covering  transportation 
and  meals,  the  147 -pound  fighter  went 
through  the  season  with  a  perfect  7-0 
record.  That  showing  earned  him  a  trip 
to  the  Southeast  Regionals  in  Virginia. 

"Since  Western  New  England 
College  was  a  new  school  in  the 
Association,  they  moved  us  to  the 
Southeast,"  Ken  explains.  Ken  fought 
three  times  in  three  days  and  captured 
unanimous  decisions  in  bouts  against 
fighters  from  Shippensburg  State,  The 
Citadel,  and  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy,

the  latter  for  the  title.  He  came  through 
it  all  relatively  unscathed,  suffering  just 
a  small  cut  on  his  lip  and  a  bloody  nose 
in  his  final  fight. 

His  brother,  Tom,  a  senior  at  Central 
Connecticut,  fought  in  the  Northeast 
Regional  and  won  the  156-pound 
division.  That  meant  that  the  brothers 
had  both  earned  a  spot  in  the  National 
Championships  in  Reno,  NV,  in  April. 

The  best  from  the  four  regional 
tournaments  converged  on  Reno  for  the 
Championships  and  Ken  found  himself 
pitted  against  a  boxer  from  the  Air 
Force  Academy  in  the  first  round.  He 
lost  a  tough  decision  to  eliminate  him 
from  the  competition,  but  still  received 
a  bronze  medal  and  was  selected  as  a 
NCBA  Ail-American.  His  brother 
managed  a  win  in  his  first  fight,  but  had 
to  settle  for  a  silver  medal  with  a  loss  in 
the  final  bout. 

For  now,  Ken  plans  to  take  the 
summer  off.  "I'll  work  out  to  stay  in 
shape,  but  I'm  not  going  to  fight  during 
the  summer,"  says  Ken.  He  plans  to 
compete  in  the  NCBA  again  next  year, 
but  hasn't  made  up  his  mind  about  his 
boxing  future  after  college.  "I  haven't 
thought  much  about  it.  I  might  fight  in 
the  Golden  Gloves.  Where  I  go  from 
there  I  just  don't  know."  Wherever  it  is, 
WNEC's  own  welterweight  is  sure  to 
meet  it  head  on.

Horace  0.  McCrea  '23 

Horace  O.  McCrea  was 
bom  September  6,  1897.  He 
graduated  from  Technical  High 
School,  Springfield,  MA,  in 
1911,  and  after  attending 
evening  classes  for  many  years, 
he  graduated  from  the 
College's  School  of  Business 
with  an  accounting  degree  in 
1923.  He  married  his  teenage 
sweetheart,  Gertrude  Miller,  in 
1929. 

Mr.  McCrea  was  a  lifelong 
employee  at  Gilbert  and 
Barker,  a  Springfield-based 
firm.  He  started  working  there 
while  in  high  school  as  a 
timekeeper  and  retired  in  1959 
as  supervisor  of  the  Export 
Sales  Department. 

He  was  actively  involved  in  his 
church  for  over  30  years  as  trustee, 
treasurer,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  New 
England  Deaconess  Association,  which 
oversees  the  Rockridge  Nursing  Home 
in  Northampton,  MA,  where  he  lived 
for  many  years.  Mr.  McCrea's  retire- 
ment years  were  busy.  He  spent  a  good 
deal  of  his  time  on  his  imposing  stamp 
collection,  which  he  built  up  during  his 
working  years  collecting  stamps  from 
all  over  the  world. 

He  had  an  infectious  smile  and  a 
wonderful  sense  of  humor.  He  was  very 
proud  of  his  education  and  the  way 
Western  New  England  College  was 
growing.
